MOVE FOR CREDIT EXPANSION 
The Federal government has started a planned and 
aggressive drive for credit expansion.- The - drive, takes 
many forms. One is renewed efforts to open banks 
which remained closed after the banking moratorium. 
•Another is to make possible greater credit freedom in 
banks which arc open but arc still operating under re- 
strictions. Another is to increase potential bank 
credit through open market purchases by the federal 
reserve. The public works program enters into it, as 
docs the proposal to bolster basic industries with gov- 
enmcnt loans. This last has already been done In the 
case of the railroads; it will very likely be extended to 
other industries in the future. 

During the last half-year buniness production has 
shown steady and sharp rises. Between March and Sep- 
tember, according to a New York Times graph, the 
general barometer went from about 60 to 79. the high 
of 87 being reached in mid-July. On the other hand, 
the amount of credit available for financing this pro- 
duction has chanjjed very little.

National interest ha's bceii arousH' in a suggestion 
made a short rime ago by Editor Walter P. McGuire 
of the Southside Virginia News, Petersburg, Virginia; 
the- suggestion being that farm boys keep on the farm. 

It's a simple suggestion, and a- very sound one. 
How much unemployment has been caused by the trek 
from farm to city is problematical — but it would 
make an Impressive total. These young men, for the 
most part, are untrained and inexperienced and unfitted 
for factory work. They rarely find jobs above the 
common labor level. They are the first to be dismissed 
when times get hard — and the last to be taken back 
when recovery starts. ■ ' 

They know farming — ^and the farm is where they 
belong, for their own pood and for that of the nation. 
It is on the farm that they have their chance to prosper 
and live happy and useful lives. It's time the trend was 
reversed — with the farm-boys-turncd-city-boys going 
home again.

NEW LAW MAKES 
INAUGURAL DATE 
DN JANUARY 20TH 



Washington. D. C, Oct. IG— The 
twentieth amendment will he oITlclal- 
ly written Into the constitution today 
automatically forbidding any future 
short sessions of congress of tho type 
that so frequently In the i>ast has 
wound up In a blaze of filibustering 
orator>-. 

Tlie new amendmenl changes from 
March \ to Jan. 20 the date on which 
Presidents are Inaugurated. It thus 
permits a retiring president seven- 
teen days with a new congress, which 
hereafter will meet Jan, 3, even when 
that date comes on Sunday. Tlie 
now congress in presidential years 
formally electa the now President by 
Its poll of the electoral votes of the 
states. 

Firat Raised by 48 SUtes 
The twentieth amendment has the 
distinction of being the only change 
In the con.stHutlon to receive unani- 



mous ratification by the forty-eight 
statcB. Tbe new article also o«tab* 
llshcd a record for the speed by 
which It waa approved by them. 
Ilowover, when there were about b 
third as many atatea In 1804. tho 
twelfth amendment was approved In 
the speediest time of all— about 
eight and a half months. 

Although throe-fourth of the states 
II that Is necessary— ratified the' 
twentieth amendment within leds 
than a year after It was submitted I 
to them on March 2. 1332. It could 
not become effective until tho 15th of 
October after ratification. I 

Virginia was the first state to np- ! 
prove It— on March 4, 1932. and Mis- 
.Hourl was tho thirty-sixth, on Jon, 23, i 
1933 nosing out MossachusotU and. 
Nevada In a race for tho place.

MOVE FOR CREDIT EXPANSION 
The Federal gbvcrnmcnt has started a planned and 
aggressive drive for credit expansion.- The drive- takes 
many forms. One is renewed efforts to open banks 
which remained closed after the banking moratorium. 
•Another is to make possible greater credit freedom in 
banks which are open but are still opcraring under re- 
strictions. Another is to increase potential bank 
credit through open market purchases by the federal 
reserve. The public works program enters into it, as 
docs the proposal to bolster basic industries with gov- 
enmcnt loans. This last has already been done in the 
case of the railroads; it will very likely be extended to 
other industries in the future. 

During the last h.ilf-ycar business production has 
shown steady and sharp rises. Between March and Sep- 
tember, according to a New York Times graph, the 
general barometer went from about 60 to 79, the high 
of 87 being reached in mid-July. On the other hand, 
the amount of credit available for Hnancing this pro- 
duction has changed very little. In March it stood at

BACK TO THE FARMI 

National interest has been aroused' in a suggestion 
made a short time ago by Editor Walter P. McGuire 
of the Southside Virginia News, Petersburg, Virginia; 
the- suggestion being that farm tmys keep on the farm. 

,It's a simple suggestion, and a -very sound one. 
How much unemployment has been caused by the trek 
from farm to city is problematical — but it would 
make an impressive total; These young men, for the 
most part, arc untrainfcd and inexperienced and un6ttcd 
for factory work. They rarely find jobs above the 
common labor level. They arc the first to be dismissed 
when times get hard — and the last to be taken back 
when recovery starts. 

They know farming — and the farm is where they 
belong, for thrir own good and for that of the nation. 
It is on the farm that they have their chance to prosper 
and live happy and useful lives. It's time the trend was 
reversed — with the farm-boys- turncd-city-boys going 
home again.

NEW LAW MAKES 
INAUGURAL DATE 
ON JANUARY 20TH 



Washington. D. C. Oct. IC— The 
twentieth amendment will I)e official- 
ly written Into the conatltulion today 
automatically forbidding any fulure 
short sessions of congress of the type 
that so frequently In the past has 
wound up in a blaze of tlllbuslering 
oratory. 

Tlie new amendment changes from 
March I lo Jan. 20 the dale on which 
Presidents are Inaugurated. It thus 
permits a retiring president seven- 
teen days with a new congress, which 
hereafter will meet Jan. 3. even when 
that date comes on Sunday. The 
new congress in presidential years 
formally elects the new President by 
Its poll of the electoral votes of the 
states. 

First Passed by 48 States 

Tho twentieth amendmonl hiis the 
distinction of being tho only change 
In the consiliullon to receive unani- 



mous ratification by the forty-eight 
states. The nev article also estab- 
lished a record for the speed by 
which it was approved by them. 
However, when there were about n 
third as many statea in UfH, tho 
twelfth amendment was approved In 
the speediest time of all— about 
eight and n half months. 

Although three-fourtb of the states 
—all that Is necessary— ratlBed tho 
twentieth amendment within leiis 
than a year after It was submitted 
to them on March 2. 1932. It could 
not become cffoctivo until the ISlh of 
October after ratification.

"Approximately 90 per cent of this 
thirty million dollars will bo turned 
over to. Cook County relief, but ap* 
proximately half of tho entire cost 
will be paid by downstate taxpayers, 
If the bond Issue falls to carry. 

"The Lantx bills which were 
passed by a majority of each house 
last Juno were vetoed by Gov. Hor- 
ner. These bills authorized Cook 
county to tax Itself for Hb own unem* 
ployment relief. 

"Adequate legislation Is necessary, 
of course to provide public funds to 
take care of those In need, but the 
burden of this cost niust be borne 
equitably by each^comrountty. 

"The legislators from this district 
should not vote to Increase the prcs* 
ent tax burden of their constituents 
but should insist that Cook county 
support the legislation wDlch will en* 
able It to provide for and pay for tho 
relief necessary for lis own people,"
